2. The Standing Committee shall be responsi¬ 
ble for evolving vari3us prognimmes for the 
Centenary Celebrations of Baba Saheb Dr. B.R. 
Ambedkar and recommending the same to the 
National Committec/GovernmciU of India. 

3. The Committee shall akso be responsible for 
overseeing the implementation of various progra¬ 
mmes of the Centenary Celebrations in question 
and would appropriately advise the National 
Committee and Government of India. 

4. The Standing Committee shall also serve 
as an Umbrella Committee for various subjects 
sub-committees which are being separately set 
up. The Standing Committee shall consider the 
recommendations of various sub-committees 
and recommend to the National Committee/ 
Government of India various program mes/works/ 
projects etc. for implementation. 

5. It will also coordinate and integrate the 
programmes as recommended by the various 
sub-committees. 

6. It may on its own also evolve such events 
and programmes befitting the celebrations keep¬ 
ing in N'iew the deliberations of the National 
Committee and put up the same to the National 
Committee/Government of India for considera¬ 
tion and appropriate action. 

7. It may obtain such information/documents 
from the Ministries/Departments of the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the State Gr/ern ments and 
UT Administrations, and secure such assistance 
as may be required by it in due discharge of its 
responsibilities and functions from time to time. 

8. The Committee shall have powers to call 
for details, organise meetings and request the 
presence of Secretaries of the Government of 
India, Chief Secretaries and Secretaries of the 
Departments of the Slate Governments or any 
other eminent person or group of persons for 
consultation and discussions etc. in connection 
with the discharge of its functioiii and respoiisibi' 
lities. 

9. The Committee would have powers to coop 
members keeping in view the requirement. 
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10. The tenure of the Committee would be 
cotcrminus with that of the National Committee. 

11. For T.A. D.A. etc. the iion-official mem¬ 
bers .of the Committee will be governed bjv the 
provisions contained in the Ministry of Finance 
O.M. No. F.6(26))-A/lV/59 dated 5th September, 
I960 as amended from timh to time. However, 
they will be entitled to travel by air at their dis- 
cretio]).
